WASHINGTON, March 3 -T h e 
Navy department announced to­ 
day that the Jacob Jones, a 1.200 
ton American destroyer, has been 
torpedoed and sunk off Cape May, 
N. J., by an enemy submarine. 
The sinking occurred last Satur­ 
day, announcement being made to­ 
day in the Navy'a 50th communi­ 
que. 
The text follow !: 
“Atlantic area: The U .8 S . Ja­ 
cob Jones, a World War destroyer, 
was sunk by an enemy submarine 
off Cape May, N. J., just before 
dawa on February 28. 1942. 
l l Men Survive 
“There were only l l survivors 
consisting of nine engine room 
ratings and two apprentice tea­ 
men. 
Factual information in re­ 
gard to the circumstances that led 
to the sinking is spare because of 
the lack of deck ratings among 
the survivors. 
“It has been established, how­ 
ever, that prior to receiving the 
first torpedo hit, the enemy sub­ 
marine was not sighted nor was 
the torpedo. 
“The first torpedo blew' up the 
bow and apparently killed all the 
personnel on the bridge as well as 
the men sleeping in the forward 
living compartments. 
“The second torpedo which was 
fired after the submarine circled 
ahead of the Jacob Jones blew up 
the

DIET AND HEALTH 


Dermatologist in Treating 
The Skin Has Advantages

T H E D E R M A T O L O G IST , a 
specialist who trea ts skin discases, 
has one or two g re a t advantages. 
In the first place he can see w hat 
is wrong rig h t before his eyes. He

does not have to guess w hat 
changes have occurred underneath 
a layer of skin, or skin and bone, 
or skin and chest wall. 
A nother advantage th a t he has 
is th at he can apply treatm ent im ­ 
mediately to the diseased spot. Of 
course the derm atologist uses a 
number of remedies internally too, 
because a lot of skin lesions are 
sim ply m anifestations of the ab ­ 
sorption of toxic substances or 
other internal derangem ent. B ut 
on general principles, the best 
remedies which we have are for 
local applications in skin troubles. 
Many of these you have used or 
have in your medicine cabinet, but 
you may not know w hat the theory 
of their use is. 
Skin Sedatives 
One set c f rem edies which the 
skin specialist uses most effec­ 
tively are sedatives to the skin. 
Itching, soreness and irritation of 
the skin are ju st as bad as pain, 
or worse, and these things the 
derm atologist can usually control. 
One way of controlling them is 
pimply by protecting the skin from 
the external air, covering it up 
with a layer of cold cream or vase - 1 
line. This is, of course, the funda­ 
ments! treatm ent of burns. Any j 
excoriation of the skin which un­ 
covers the tissues beneath is likely 
to be mado worse by exposure to 
air. 
For itching, one remembers the 
old sajring th a t “ Cam phor is the 
.'Morphine of the skin,” T hat is 
why csm phor is so soothing and 
why it appears in so m any skin 
ointm ents. Cam phor soothes the 
nerve ends th a t cause the itching 
and substitutes a sensation of cool­ 
ness and calm for the sensation of 
irritation. 
Zinc Oxide 
A nother remedy which is sooth­ 
ing to the skin is zinc oxide. A 
form of zinc oxide is calam ine, 
usually used in the form of a lo­ 
tion, 
A nother pow erful remedy 
for itching is carbolic acid in a 
weak solution. It actually p ara­ 
lyzes the nerve endings. 
A nother group of skin remedies 
depend on th eir antiseptic value. 
These either kill germ s or prevent 
fu rth e r germ grow th. Prom inent 
am ong these is am m oniated m er­ 
cury, which is usually used in an
